Fumio Goto, minister of agricul- 
ture and forestry, chagrined at 
Finance Minister Korekiyo Takah- 
ashi's drastic cut in appropriation 
for Goto’s department, notified the 


Premier of his intention to resign. | 


The threat was described as 
dangerous because Goto is allied 
with the powerful defence ministers,

Canada’s wheat exports 
to Japan have been lost to 
Australia — the result of 
Canada’s “gold standard.” 

This was the revelation 
made by His Excellency 
Iyemasa Tokugawa, K. C. 
V. O., O. B. E., Imperial Ja- 
panese ambassador to the 
Dominion of Canada, who 
rrrived in the city Thursday 
night over the C. N. R. from 
the coast, following a visit 
to his homeland and Man- 
chukuo. In a lengthy inter- 
view on Friday, he an- 
swered politely and patient- 
ly scores of questions asked 
him with regard to Japan’s 
international and economic 
policies, and how his coun- 
try had been misunderstood 
| by the rest of the world as 
the result of a lot of “ill-in- 
formed, loose talk.” 

Queried with regard to prospects 


of trade between Canada and Japan, 
His Excellency said: 

“Our imports of wheat from 
Canada have fallen off greatly. 
We are now buying most of it 
from Australia. This is a natural 
consequence of favorable rate of 
exchange. You must understand 
that there is no ill feeling in my 
country against Canada, Business 
men buy where they can, on the 
most favorable terms.” 

“And we can buy our wheat 
cheaper from Australia.”

LONDON, Dec. 1—An outspoken 
defence of the American monetary 
and naval building policies and the 
declaration that the United States 


| is operating an “equalization fumd” 


for the protection of the dollar 
were made last night by American 
Ambassador Robert W B.ingham iri 
a Thanksgiving address 

He described the British equal- 
ization fund, “now said to be in ex- 


cess of £300,000,000" (currently about 
$1,551,000,000) as one set up, without 


hostile intent, to buy and sell gold 
“as might seem beneficial to Brit- 
ish finance and industry,” and said 


the United States established a simi- 


lar fund, but smaller, with a like 
purpose and hope. 

Later he explained to the As- 
sociated Press that his remarks re- 
ferred to the $50,000,000 Reconstruc- 
tion Corporation fund for buying 
newly mined gold and to nothing 
else. 


He warned, in a serious tone, 
those who “sell the United States 
short” and answered those who 


have publicly deplored the fact that 
the United States did not follow the 
British lead in building small 
cruisers 

Mr. Bingham pointed out that the 
“United States must utilize the ton- 
nage allocated under the London 
naval treaty by building fewer 
ships, but larger ones because they 
must be self-contained and able to 
make long voyages.” 

He stressed the fact that only six- 
guns were mounted on the 
larger United States cruisers, the 
same as on the smaller British craft. 

Three hundred Americans heard 
the address, given at a meeting of 
the American Society in London.

“Many pepole believe that war 
between Russia and Japan is only a 
matter What do you say to 
that? 

“I do not believe that either 
country contemplates war with 
the other—certainly not Japan, 
whose motives are quite peaceful. 
There are no outstanding political 
questions between the two, but 
merely some business matters re- 
lating to the disposal of parts of 
the railway in the independent 
state of Manchukuo, I can not see 
anything in that question which 
would cause strained feelings.” 
DOESN'T FEAR U.S. 

Questioned about the relations be- 
tween the United States and Japan 
His Excellency said emphatically 
that Japan does not fear war with 
the States.

WHO GETS THE MONEY? 

The Provincial Government announces the 
appointment of a commission to “survey the 
fields of provincial and municipal taxation.” 

This is not the first survey of the kind to be 
made in Alberta. Some years ago a commission, 
headed by Dr. Tory, then president of the pro- 
vincial university, went over the same ground 
and presented a very elaborate report. 

That report however was never translated 
into legislation in any general way, for reasons 
apparent in the contents. It provided plans 
and specifications for a wholesale increase in 
taxation, based evidently on the assumption that 
the pocket of the taxpayer was an artesian well 
of money. 

The new commission is not likely to fall into 
any such error. The taxpayer's pocket just now 
is in a good ny cases absolutely empty, and 
in the vast majority of cases is woefully and 
increasingly flat. The problem that needs solu- 
tion now is how the insufficient amount of tax- 
money that is available should be divided be- 


tween the provincial and the municipal 
authority. Neither of them is getting as much 


as it requires to meet its obligations, nor within 
sight of the time when it may be able to do so. 

The commission will find itself in the posi- 
tion of the executors of a bankrupt but still 
going concern. There is not enough revenue to 
satisfy both the provincial and municipal claim- 
ants. The best the commission can do is appor- 
tion the amount that is available fairly between 
the two, 


A GREAT CANADIAN 

Sir Arthur Currie was Canada’s greatest 
soldier, and one of its best kno\ and most 
highly esteemed civilian citizens in the days of 
peace.

Canadians will never forget the man who 
led their armies in France, nor the fine spirit 
with which Sir Arthur took up again the duties 
and ways of peace. Those who were his com- 
rades “over there” will remember alike his 
leadership in the field and the keen interest he 
has taken in them since the fighting ended.

CHEAPER TO LEND THAN TO 
SPEND 

The cost of unemployment relief in Edmon- 
ton amounts to more than $850,000 for the 
eleven months past, and will run to $1,000,000 
or more by the end of the year. The city, the 
province and the Dominion share this cost in 
equal proportions. Roughly, each is contributing 
about $30,000 per month, or from $350,000 to 
$360,000 for the year. 

There is no prospect that relief cost will be 
less next year, unless means are taken to set a 
goodly number of our idle men at work on 
public undertakings. This the city is not in 
position to do, cannot do unless the Dominion 
will supply the needed money as an interest- 
free loan or a loan at only a nominal! rate of 
interest. If such a loan were forth-coming, the 
city could launch a construction program of 
needed and useful improvements that would 
employ a large number of men throughout the 
summer, and put a million dollars of earned 
money in circulation. 

It would be cheaper for Ottawa to supply 
Edmonton with that amount of interest-free 


loan money than to go on paying out $30,000 per 
month in relief money it will never see again. 


* 


The Dominion could do that by simply issuing 
the needed currency against the surplus gold 
reserves Premier Bennett says he has lying in 
the treasury. If the demand for relief were 
thereby only cut in half, Ottawa would save 
$180,000 during the year, which it could credit 
to Edmonton as interest on the loan if it wanted 
to preserve the formalities. 


The city council should press this matter 
upon the attention of the Government, imme- 
diately and insistently. Our unemployed men 
must be found work and wages if their homes 
are to be saved, the city’s taxes paid, and the 
business structure of the community preserved. 

Council can do this with better grace be- 
cause it would not be asking the Government 
to grant Edmonton a favor at the expense of 
the Dominion taxpayers. On the contrary, it 
would be suggesting a plan whereby the tax- 
payers of Canada would be saved several 
thousand dollars a month in relief money, with 
no off-setting cost to them whatever.

Its eventual disappearance into thin air seemed to 
be indicated by two items of news lately noted in 
these columns. One was the emergence in the 
Argentine Senate of a group strongly opposed to 
committing the Argentine Republic to any limita- 
tion of wheat exports, The other was en intimation 
of the British Government's intention to continue 
paying a production bonus to British wheat growers,

Russia stands pat 
on its refusal to accept the export quota allotted to 
it under the agreement.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

Question: Mrs. W. writes: “I have suffered 
with nervevs through worry and it has left me 
with insomnia. This has lasted nearly a year.” 

Answer: One of the best ways to cure in- 
somnia is to take plenty of physical culture 
exercises and also take long walks each day 
between the hours of three and five in the 
afternoon. tart walknig one mile daily, and 
gradually increase the distance until you walk 
four or five miles. Your muscles will tempor- 
arily be relaxed after this walk and you will 
be able to sleep without any difficulty. How- 
ever, you should also avoid any food which 
produces an excessive amount of stomach or 
intestinal gas, as the gas will often distress you 
enough to keep you from sleeping. 

Question: W. O. asks: “Of what importance 
is potassium in the body, and what are some of 
the foods which contain it?” 

Answer: Potassium forms the most import- 
ant salt found in the muscle structures. A lack 
of it prevvents them from being strong and 
pliable. It is needed by the liver, spleen and 
red corpuscles. A lack of potassium and iron 
produces anemia, underweight, and a lowered 
nervous and mental vitality. It assists in the 
assimilation of digested foods. Without it our 
tissues could not store fats, or store sugar in 
the form of glycogen, or convert peptones and 
proteoses, which are protein after being acted 
upon in the stomach, into forms that our bodies 
can use. Potassium is found in lettuce, kale, 
tomatoes, celery, cucumbers, cress, turnips, egg- 
plant, lemons, oranges, milk, cottage cheese, 
asparagus and strawberries.

— A Day in Canadian History — 
By FRED WILLIAMS 


On this date one hundred and 
eighteen years ago there took 
place at Dundas, Upper Canada, 
an incident which should live 
in our history just as much as 
the story of the famous ball of 
the Duchess of Richmond at 
Brussels on the eve of the 
Battle of Waterloo. The story 
is thus told by the biographer 
of Hon. William Hamilton Mer- 
ritt, the creator of the Welland 
canal: 

“On the evening of the Ist of 
December, 1815, when the rigor 
of a Canadian winter was felt 
without, and the sound of the 
merry sleigh beels tinkled over 
the frozen roads, which then 
wound with devious twistings 
through the partly cleared for- 
ests, whose silence was un- 
broken save by the voice of the 
solitary owl or the harsh bark 
of the prowling wolf, a large 
select party was assembled at 
the house of Miss Cooley, 
where, for the evening, were 
gathered the brave and the fair 


song of other days soon chased 
the short hours away. No doubt 
but that the oft-told tale was 
told again, and the pleasing re- 
collections of other days were 
again repeated to add to the 
joys of the night—when sud- 
denly the harmony of the

LEST WE FORGET 

Editor Bulletin: Now that we 
have again paid our tribute to our 
fallen comrades we may look 
back over the last 15 years and 
begin to realize what we veterans 
will be like, and how smal! our 
numbers will be in fifteen years 
hence. 

The average age of the veterans 
on parade on Nov, 1th would be 
around 42 years, yet these men 
looked above their years. Above 
the rows of ribbons and medals, 
were many a pinched and worried 
expression, looks of poverty and 
suffering. Why? Unemployment, 
relief and ill-health. The after- 
math of the war is hitting hard 
at these men, and many are just 
at breaking point. 

On the return from the Cross 
of Sacrifice three attempts were 
made to sing; they failed. The 
boys that sang Tipperary under 
all circumstances have lost their 
song. They are getting bitter at 
the treatment they are receiving. 
Every one of these veterans suf- 
fered, how could they go through 
what they did without, and now 
one by one they are falling out, 
they cannot go on any further. 
What is to become of them? 

France gives her veterans 500 
francs at the age of 50 if they 
served three months in a fighting 
unit, and 1,200 franes at 55 years. 
France is shouldering her respon- 
sibilities to these men,

World Economic Con- 
ference And The 


Times Gold Number 


By R. T. ELLIOT, K.C. 


Not long ago the Prime Minister of Canada expressed his 
distaste for attempts to influence the policy of the Government 
by newspaper criticism—termed sniping at the governmert. 


The eminent statesman’s aversion does not extend to attempts 
to influence public policy along lines which meet with his 
approval. 


For instance, in June, 1933, the World Economic Conference 
from which Canadians were told to expect so much and which 
produced nothing yet—was sitting in London, England. On the 
20th June, 1933, the London Times issued “The Times Gold 
Number.” 


In the first page leading article on gold, it was said: One of the 
most important tasks of the World Economic Conference, which 
is sitting here in London, will be to prepare a way for the return 
to exchange stability through the rehabilitation of the gold 
standard 


The World Economic Conference seems to have misunderstood 
ths pronouncement as giving notice that the World Conference 
must restore the Gold Standard or do nothing; ard, being unable 
to marshal sufficient support for the Gold Standard—did nothing. 


The Canadian public will naturally ask as to the then where- 
abouts of our Prime Minister and as to the reason for the absence 
of one of his heartfelt and emotional denunciations of any attempt 
to influence through publicity the work of a great public institu- 
tion like the World Economic Conference. The explanation, of 
course, must come from the Prime Minister himself. 


The London Times itself would, of course, indignantly re- 
pudiate any idea of being influenced in its own attitude towards 
gold, or of attempting to influence the World Economic Confer- 
ence in favor of gold, except by its understanding of the highest 
motives of public service. 


The Times Gold Number consisted of some twenty-eight pages, 
of which twelve solid pages carried the richest advertising in the 
Empire; commencing with a full front-page announcement by 
Messrs. N. M. Rothschild and Sons, proprietors of the Royal Mint 
Refinery, London; and closing with a full page pronouncement by 
the Central Mining and Rand Mines group of Johannesburg and 
London. 

It was no doubt purely by coincidence that this great and 
interesting special number on Gold was published at the time 
of the sittings of the World Economic Conference. Probably it 
was also purely by coincidence that this great volume of wealthy 
gold advertising appeared in the Special Number. 


Strangest coincidence of all was that the World Economic 
Conference, not being able to restore the gold standard, carefully 
and conscientiously did nothing.

Indifferent to 
publicity, she will not disclose the 
precise goal toward which she is 
directing her energies, but she is 
preparing to consolidate her studies 
in a pamphlet for the benefit of the 
scientific world.

To the small, white-haired, inde- 
fatigable Polish woman, yesterday 
was but another day to labor ten 
hours in her small, cluttered labor- 
atory in the insignificant-looking in- 
stitute de radio-logie in the Rue 
Pierre Curie, a street named for 
her late great husband. She is im- 
patient. with non-scientific callers, 
unwilling to spare time from her 
precious work to answer lay ques- 
tions. Most of her waking hours 
are spent in her studies. She lives 
frugally, subsisting upon the pen- 
sion of less than $2,000 a _ year 
awarded her by the thrifty French 
government.
